INTRODUCTION 

This  report  presents  traffic  accident  data  for  1960,  1961  and  1962  on  the  rural  sections  of 
Montana's  Primary  and  Interstate  Highway  Systems.     It  is  based  on  all  accidents  occurring  on  these 
systems  that  were  reported  to  the  highway  Patrol  during  the  three-year  period. 

Prior  to  1959,  Montana  statutes  required  that  all  accidents  resulting  in  property  damage  of 
twenty-five  dollars  or  more,  or  an  injury,  or  a  death,  be  reported  to  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol.  The 
State  Legislature  of  1959  revised  this  law  by  raising  the  minimum  amount  of  property  damage  that  re- 
quires reporting  from  twenty-five  dollars  to  one  hundred  dollars  and  establishing  a  penalty  for  not 
reporting  accidents  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

The  fatality  rate  per  hundred  million  vehicle-miles  of  travel,  as  well  as  the  total  acciden* 
rate  per  million  vehicle-miles  of  travel,  have  been  computed  for  each  year  of  the  three-year  period, 
1960-1962.     Property  damage  losses  have  been  obtained  from  the  estimates  shown  on  the  accident  reports. 
Total  economic  loss  has  been  computed  by  adding  the  National  Safety  Council's  estimate  of  costs  of 
deaths  and  injuries  to  the  reported  property  damage.    This  national  estimate  of  the  cost  of  each 
death  and  injury  is  revised  on  a  yearly  basis  in  order  to  reflect  current  economic  conditions. 

The  first  section  of  the  report  lists  pertinent  accident  data  by  Highway  Patrol  section  on 
each  Federal  Aid  Route.    The  second  section  of  the  report  lists  each  Highway  Patrol  section  in  de- 
scending order  by  accident  rate  per  million  vehicle-miles  of  travel.    An  accident  summary  of  each 
Federal  Aid  Route  as  well  as  a  summary  by  County  are  listed  in  the  back  of  the  report. 

The  tabulation  on  the  following  page  is  a  Statewide  summary  of  each  item  listed  in  the  re- 
port.

The  State  map  on  Plate  1  shows  the  location  of  all  sections  of  highway  having  an  accident 
rate  in  1962  above  the  State  average  of  2.5.    About  284  miles  of  highway  shown  in  red  have  an  accident 
rate  of  from  5.0  to  37.1.    Sections  shown  in  green,    totaling  2,331  miles,  have  an  accident  rate  of 
from  2.5  to  4.9.    Sections  below  the  State  average  of  2.5  accidents  per  million  vehicle-miles  of 
travel  total  3,145  miles  and  are  shown  on  the  map  by  means  of  an  open  band.
